FAMILY  CAMPING  WORKSHOP 

Campers  are  among  the  most  uncomplaining  people  in  the  world. 
This  was  proved  once  again  at  the  third  annual  Family  Camping  Workshop 
this  week-end  at  Hard  Labor  Creek  State  Park,  fifty-five  miles  east  of 
Atlanta.   Smiles  and  friendly  "hellos"  were  radiating  everywhere,  even  on 
Sunday  morning  when  rain  greeted  those  attending  the  7:30  a.m.  Inspira- 
tion Service — with  the  task  of  packing  up  in  the  rain  still  before  them. 

The  Workshop  was  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Georgia  Department  of 
State  Parks,  the  Atlanta  Parks  and  Recreation  Department,  and  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Campers.   The  Metropolitan  Atlanta  Family  Campers 
acted  as  hosts  to  seventy-three  families,  all  eager  to  learn  better  camp- 
ing methods. 

Rigs  of  every  description  poured  into  the  park  Friday  night  and 
Saturday  morning.   A  high  proportion  of  the  cars  pulled  vacation  trailers, 
which  illustrates  a  swing  to  more  luxurious  camping.   In  a  panel  discus- 
sion Saturday  night,  Wayne  R.  Morrow  of  Cherokee  Campgrounds  (a  private 
campground  company) ,  said  that  the  picture  has  changed  from  one  of  mostly 
tents  a  few  years  ago  to  mostly  trailers  today.   "Camping  is  changing 
every  day,11  he  said,  "and  now  one  knows  where  it  is  going  for  sure." 

On  Saturday  morning,  three  families  gave  a  fascinating  demon- 
stration of  packing  and  preparing  foods  for  camping.   Using  either  gaso- 
line stoves,  or  wood  or  charcoal  fires,  the  experienced  cooks  showed  how 
camp  cooking  is  done,  with  tasty  samples  as  proof  of  their  prowess. 

That  afternoon,  campers  shared  ideas  in  a  discussion  on  the 
merits  of  various  types  of  sleeping  equipment  and  camping  gear,  led  by 
Recreation  Planner  Luther  S.  Winsor  of  the  new  federal  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation,  and  Robin  Jackson,  Camping  Director  for  the  Atlanta  Recrea- 
tion Department. 

At  the  Panel  Discussion  that  night,  Barbara  Rankin,  Assistant 
to  the  Director  of  State  Parks,  gave  a  run-down  on  the  considerable  ef- 
fort being  put  forth  by  the  State  Parks  to  further  the  cause  of  camping. 

Representing  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  E.  F.  Littlehales  said 
thfct  in  the  nearby  National  Forests,  Chattahoochee  and  Oconee,  there  are 
40-45  developed  campgrounds  with  500  camping  sites.   He  said  that  the 
Forest  Service  tries  to  use  its  allocated  money  for  simple  camping  facil- 
ities— just  enough  for  sanitation  and  for  protection  of  the  area.   In 
that  way,  the  money  stretches  to  provide  more  camping  spots. 

Mr.  Winsor  explained  the  purpose  and  plans  of  the  Bureau  of 
Outdoor  Recreation.   He  said  that  the  Bureau,  recently  formed  as  part  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  will  not  be  a  land  holding  and  adminis- 
tering agency.   It  was  formed,  he  said,  to  help  the  states  and  agencies 
in  government  which  are  vitally  concerned  with  recreation  to  coordinate 
their  efforts  and  to  get  the  money  and  support  they  need  to  develop  their 
recreation  programs. 
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Using  statistics  from  an  unpublished  report,  0.  H.  Monroe, 
Allatoona  Reservoir  Manager,  showed  the  gains  being  made  by  the  Corps  of 
Engineers  to  develop  recreation  on  the  lakes  formed  by  their  ivater  im- 
poundment projects.   He  emphasized  the  need  to  educate  the  people  in 
water  safety  and  care  of  public  property. 

Mr.  Morrow  spoke  for  the  private  campground  operators.   He 
called  the  private  campground  "a  new  kind  of  business",  and  said  that 
private  campgrounds  are  springing  up  so  fast  that  no  one  knows  how  many 
there  are  at  any  given  time. 

A  lively  discussion  period  followed,  as  avid  campers  got  a 
chance  to  quiz  the  campground  experts. 

A  Sunday  morning  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Atlanta  Family 
Campers  was  held  to  acquaint  visitors  with  the  organization,  which  was 
formed  in  June  1962.   About  eighteen  families  formed  the  nucleus  at  that 
time.   Nov/  there  are  seventy -two  families  in  the  group.   Bob  Bowen , 
President,  explained  that  their  meetings  are  held  monthly,  on  the  second 
Saturday  at  8:00  p.m.  at  South  Bend  Park.   Members  are  from  the  Atlanta 
area  and  as  far  distant  as  Rome,  Georgia. 

They  plan  one  camp-out  a  month  in  the  coming  summer.   The  next 
trip  scheduled  will  be  the  second  week-end  in  May  at  Indian  Springs 
State  Park.   Any  interested  persons  should  contact  Bob  C.  Bowen, 
554  Lynnhaven  Drive,  SW,  Atlanta  10,  Georgia.

Remove  trash  from  porch 
and  steps  to  safeguard  the 
public . 

Door  Mats Pick  up  mats  before 

cleaning  floor.   Mats  should 
be  used  only  when  weather 
conditions  demand  it. 

Floors Empty  trash  containers. 

Sweep  and  mop  daily  or  more 
often  if  necessary. 

Remove  markings 

and  keep  glass  and 
brass  clean  and 
polished  daily.

Remove  wall  and  partition  markings 

and  clean  metal  fittings. 

Check  paper  holders  and  ventilate 

room.

Remove  soap  stains  from  walls  and 
floor;  also  clear  floor  drains. 
Scrub  walls  and  floors  with  soap 
solution.   Use  bank  deck  brush  and 
hose  down. 

Kitchens Daily 

Clean  and  wash  all  top  surfaces. 
(Tables,  sinks,  shelves,  stoves,  etc.) 
Dust  thoroughly.  (Ledges,  moldings)

DISASTER  PLAN 

At  the  recent  Georgia  Camp  Leader- 
ship Conference  at  Camp  Calvin, 
Hampton,  Georgia,  a  representative 
of  the  Georgia  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment was  present . 

Miss  Rankin  asked  the  representative 
a  number  of  questions  concerning  a 
plan  in  case  of  disaster  in  any  of 
our  State  Parks.   He  highly  recom- 
mended that  each  Park  Superintend- 
ent work  out  with  his  local  County 
Civil  Defense  Director  a  plan  to 
be  followed  in  case  of  natural 
disaster  or  nuclear  attack. 

We  now  ask  each  Superintendent, 
"WHAT  PLAN  DO  YOU  HAVE,  IN  THE 
EVENT  OF  A  TORNADO  THIS  SUMMER, 
FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  CAMPERS, 
SWIMMERS,  AND  OTHERS  IN  YOUR  PARK?" 

We  request  that  every  Superintend- 
ent start  working  with  local  auth- 
orities in  making  a  plan  for  his 
park.   We  need  only  to  recall  what 
happened  several  years  ago  in  the 
Grand  Canyon  when  hundreds  of  lives 
were  lost — most  of  whom  were  family 
campers — to  realize  how  important 
such  a  plan  is  for  the  best  opera- 
tion of  our  parks. 

We  hope  to  discuss  this  further  at 
our  Superintendents  Conference 
this  fall.
